PREFACE. 



The present volume contains a calendar of the deeds 
relating to the property of the Priory of Selborne in other 
places than Selborne itself, and thus, in connection with 
the previous volume, practically supplies a copy of the lost 
cartulary of that monastery. Of all the deeds belonging to 
the localities concerned abstracts are given, except in the 
case of Petersfield, in which many deeds of ordinary 
character, which are of later date than the suppression of 
the Priory, ending in 1595, and which consequently have 
no connection with its history, have been omitted, the 
Editor having been requested to restrict the contents of 
this volume to the records distinctly monastic in their own 
character or in their connection and sequence. Out of a 
total of 167 Petersfield documents, 37 are here calendared, 
the remainder being such as rfelate chiefly to the transfer 
of property from the family of Squery to that of Rede, 
and from John Rede, esq., to bishop Waynflete. 

To the members of a local society, everything that 
illustrates the topography and parochial history of their 
district, and the genealogy of families settled in it, is matter 
of real interest. And it is in reference to such particulars 
that this calendar will be found alike to deserve and reward 
attention. The documents with which it deals being the 
originals, there are none of the mistakes, omissions, or 
alterations, which often cause doubts and difficulties with 
regard to copies in registers ; all is authentic. And with 
the exception of some of the Basing and Basingstoke 
entries, which have been already made use of in the 
elaborate history of the latter place by the Editor's old 
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schoolfellow and friend, the late Canon Millard, and Mr. 
Baigent, all is new. And amongst what is new, the portion 
relating to Winchester will, it is thought, be a welcome 
contribution to civic records. In the case of several docu- 
ments contained in the last sheet of the text, the Editor's 
best thanks are due to Mr. Baigent for assistance in 
determining their dates from the names of the attesting 
mayors. The help of that gentleman, most courteously 
afforded from the rich stores of his local collections, un- 
fortunately came too late to be available for pp. 74-80. 
The dates of many of the charters there calendared had to 
be assigned only by conjecture and on the evidence of the 
style of writing ; but the learning the dates of several 
mayors enables those of some of them to be fixed with 
a closer decree of accuracy. That the Editor did not, 
however, greatly err in his conjectures, will be seen by 
the following table of the corrections which readers are 
requested to make in pp. 74-80 : —

The name of one of these affords a curious example of 
transformation of a surname by translation. We find that 
Leyres signifies Irishman ; Richard Hybern becoming first 
le I rays, and then Leyres. The name of William son 
of Castana, al, Chestana, becomes Chasteyne, and even 
Schaftein. Simple translations are of course frequently 
found, as in Keu and Cook, .de Spina and Atethome or 
Thorne, and other names ; and in the preceding volume we 
had Oiselur and Fowler.^ Instances of names of singular 
character may be noticed in Covenaunter and Covenant, 
and Cumtocurt. The forms in which seals sometimes 
exhibit their owners' names appear to show that engravers 
did their work occasionally even more phonetically than 
scribes ; e.g., Enol^ at p. i6, would seem to represent the 
popular pronunciation of the real name of the owner of the 
seal, Aynolf. 

Two examples of the free gift of glebe-land occur 
among the Basingstoke charters. It is recorded that 
previously to the year 1221 the lord of the village of 

^ The same varieties of form are found in documents of other places among the 
monuments of Magdalen College. Hiberniae = le Hireis = le Yreis = Leyre, is 
found at Willoughby in Warwickshire ; Oiselur = Fowler, at Harwell in Oxford- 
shire ; Keu = Cocus = le Cok = le Qu, at Enham in Hampshire. Norreis, 
Noreys, represents Norensis, as Wallace represents Wallensis. 
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Hartley Mauduit had given two acres to the chapel there, 
and about 1248-50, Walter Aynolf gave half-an-acre of his 
land to the church of St. Michael at Basingstoke. Under 
date of 1224 we find the office of churchwarden recognised 
as being changed with the expenditure of money to be 
laid out upon repairs or other church-work ; one-third 
of the oblations at Basingstoke is to be kept in the hands 
of two lawful parishioners for such purposes, and they are 
to have a voice in the appointment of the person, a 
chaplain or clerk, who should be nominated to receive the 
oblations when at first presented. 

The large series of documents relating to other places 
in Hampshire which are preserved in the muniment room 
of Magdalen College, are concerned with property acquired 
personally by the Founder, and unconnected with Selborne. 
They number 583 for Enham, 253 for Somborne, 158 foj- 
Otterbourne, 115 for the manor of Skyres in Wootton St. 
Lawrence, 39 for Hilhampton, and 35 for Cowfold.

It is not the original deed, but a copy made about the end of 
the thirteenth century, to which the original seals were re-sewn; its 
real date is apparently 1203-4. {See the presentation infra^ under 
1204 ; and cf, Mr. Baigent's note in his and Dr. Millard's History 
of Basingstoke, p. 652.)

The dating a private deed at all 
was not done at so early a period. And 4, which is sufficient of itself, the 
monastery of Selborne was not founded until 1233. Deeds relating to the 
same property will be found under 1317 infra and under 1250-60 in 
Basingstoke.
